Progress must be based on the sound 
lines of the -Loyalist tradition, the 
speaker went on, Hot on revolutionary 
lines. 

Loyallsts believed in’ the right of 
the Colonists ta be the equal of Eng- 
lishmen just as mucn as did Srey 
Washington and John Adams, 
they went along the foad of acetal 
development instead of along the peril- 
ous path of revolution. 

Preservation of the Loyalist tradi- 
tion, said Major Grant, appears in true 
and manly sport. “Z would urge this 
upon every boy and every girl here,” 
‘he remarked, “that when they stand 
for clean sport and take their defeats 
without squealing, they are upholding 
the tradition of the Loyaliat, and ev- 
ery time they not support the um-
